Sorry Gang, but I couldn't resist adding to this thread. I got my novice 
call, WV2ZDF in Feb 1962 while living in Staten Island, NYC. Back in those 
days if you didn't upgrade within one year of receiving your novice ticket 
you just lost it--good only for one year and no renewals!! I upgraded 
several months later in 1962 and dropped the "V" and got the "A" thus, 
WA2ZDF. Where is the QRP interest here? My novice tx was a homebrew 
6V6--wound the plate coil myself--must have put out all of 5 watts--hmmmm, 
sound familiar, 5 watts?? Receiver was a Hallicrafters S76. 


Anybody out there old enough to remember a very odd operating practice 
we novices had back then--instead of sending "CQ CQ CQ" we would just send 
"dit dit dit dit dit"--If anyone heard us they would respond, either up or 
down frequency, with "dit dit"--that station would then send "dit dit dit 
dit dit" whereby we would respond with a "dit dit" and knew we had a 
contact and began to exchange callsigns!!!! QRP interest here?? QSK of 
course--a lot of novices didn't have T/R switching readily available so we 
used separate receive/transmit antennas for, of course, full QSK and, of 
course, we didn't have a clue as to what "QSK" was, we just knew the 
technique worked!!:) 


My first solid state QRP tx?? Anyone remember the International Crystal 
Co OX-1 xtal oscillator?? But perhaps that story is for another time. 


Thanks for the trip down memory lane.

Let's do a troubleshooting job on the simple diode receiver 
that didn't work well (NOT the kind that Nils does out back ;-)

The antenna is our signal source. The diode rectifies the AM 
wave to generate audio, and the headphone is a more-or-less 
resistive load. So why don't we hear audio well with this 
circuit? 

Let's examine the antenna. Let's say you've connected 
your 40 meter dipole up as a random-length longwire. You can 
short the feedline together, be it coax or balanced transmission 
line. The shorted feedline goes to the diode's cathode. The 
signals that you hear are in the AM broadcast band, somewhere 
between 0.55 Mhz and 1.6 Mhz. This kind of antenna looks like 
a capacitor at this frequency because it is so short. Part of 
this capacitance is due to self-capacity and part is due to 
capacitance to earth. 

I'd be really interested to discover what complex 
impedance the antenna measures, at say, 1Mhz. If anyone has 
one of those neat impedance analyzers, could you measure 
and post their complex antenna Z at 1Mhz? For now we'll 
assume its just capacitive and re-draw the circuit:

The diode conducts better for the negative half of the 
RF carrier, connecting C_ant to the 2000 ohm headphones. For 
the positive half-cycles the diode conducts less. The result 
is recovery of the audio modulation. But where does the audio 
go? We'd like it to go into the ungrounded end of the 
headphones. But it doesn't. It goes to charge the capacitor. 
So the antenna gets the audio, and the headphones get very 
little! If you put a ‘scope on the antenna, you'll see 
the audio waveform. The headphones get a little audio, because 
C_ant isn't zero. This is actually a high-pass filter, where 
the headphones get more high-frequency audio than low-frequency 
audio. 

Our original circuit needs one extra component in 
order to work well. The junction of the antenna and diode 
has to be connected to earth to provide a low-Z path 
for audio. But obviously, it shouldn't be low-Z for the RF 
carrier at 1Mhz. What single component will do the job? 


Answer to question 2: Why does adding earth improve reception? 
I like to think of this in cartoon form: You have 
an antenna whose end is whipping around at a 1Mhz rate. 
You add a diode to the end of the antenna. It is now 
whipping around along with the end of the antenna. You add 
the headphones to the end of the diode - now the antenna end, 
diode, and headphones are all whipping around together. 
No energy is transferred to any part of this chain because 
the end isn't tied down. 
Another way to look at it is that the antenna's 
signal is developed against a ground reference. Only when 
you attach the headphones to ground is the circuit path 
complete. 
You can dump current to ground all you want, and 
it just gets sucked up. Its impossible to get ground to 
show any voltage at all. Ground is always a zero-volt 
reference.

I was licensed as WNONSY in 1965 in South Dakota. My first rig was a homebrew 


crystal controlled transmitter using a 1625 (a 12 volts version of the 807 
that sold surplus for 25 cents) that appeared int Popular Electronics and the 
Rx was a converted BC454. I really don't know how I ever made any contacts, 
the RX was so lousy, but I did! The first one was K7ZAD in Bountiful, Utah, 
god bless him. 


I never did get the hang of tuning that TX properly and I received a QSL from 
the FCC monitoring station in Grand Island, NE. 


Later upgraded to a used Globe Scout from World Radio Laboratories and a 
Knight Kit R-100 kit that I built. Thought I was in heaven and contacts were 
relatively easy. Still seems remarkable that you tuned all over the band 
looking for some one calling you back with crystal control. How did we ever 
find each other! I guess there wasn't that many stations on back then.

I have built a couple of Pixie II's and am having trouble with the 
frequency of the beat note during receive. 

It seems that whenever I hear another station, the beat note is very 
high. My Pixie is set up with a SPDT (center off) switch, so that I have 
three different frequencies to listen to. The trouble is It seems that I 
need to lower the xtal frequency to be closer to 'zero-beat. I've tried 
several different xtals and they all seem to be the same. 

I have three frequency counters here, and they all agree in 
frequency, at about 3686.9 to 3687.4, depending upon which 'RIT' cap is 
switched in, or the xtal is grounded directly. 

I'm looking for ideas to 'rubber' the xtal down slightly. Will a small 
inductor help, if placed in series with the xtal?

I know that everyone was "warning" me not to use transistors as mixers, 
because of their horrible performance. Basically, their performance was on 
par with single diode mixers, a la crystal-set receivers and most AGC 
circuits. 


Towards the lower frequencies, say, around 5.0 to 6.5MHz or so, the mixer 
seems to work satisfactorily. I get crisp, loud, clear signals, even with 
an antenna as short as 20ft. However, as I go over the 6.5MHz mark, the 
noise level increases significantly, rendering the radio useless. 


I'd hate to see how my future AF amplifier would have handled the noise... :) 


Anyway, my next design will make a balanced signal from the VFO, and use 
that to feed a balanced mixer of some sort. I don't know if it'll be a 
diode mixer (doubly balanced) or a single balanced yet (two transistors). 
Odds are likely that it will be a doubly-balanced diode mixer using Ge 
diodes. 


The disadvantage to having a diode mixer, however, is that I need to wind a 
number of transformers: one for the LO, one for the RF side, and finally, 
one for the AF side. 


The advantage is that the design of the AF amplifiers should become easier 
as the impedances won't be so odd-ball now... 


More news to come as it happens, as usual... :D

If you're not prepared to surface the 
base properly, then it isn't worth paying for the chrome finish. 


Because of a minimum payment requirement, I'm hoping we can get 7 signups. 
It there are only 3-signups, then the cost jumps to $10 / per base, plus 
postage.

Just a little computer trivia. That 14.31818 mhz crystal was included on 
the original IBM pc to provide two different frequencies, divided by 4 
it was the colorburst freq for the color video card, and divided by 3 it 
was the cpu clock 4.77 mhz. Even though the hardware design could run in 
spec at 6 mhz, they chose 4.77 for simplicity (dont need another 
crystal). Heck, who would want to go faster than 4.77 mhz anyway? Yeah, 
and 640k ram should be more than anyone will ever need. 


Only some of the very early video adapters used this colorburst freq, 
but it is on all new motherboards for backward compatability.

Ah, nostalgia. I'm full of it myself. Which makes all these reminiscences 
of novice calls so, well, charming. 


Back in 1950, I was 4 years old. My first hint of ham radio must have 
been around 1956, when I ran into K8BSM, a gentleman who became tooth 
doctor to me (for a while) and Dad (until Dad didn't have ‘em any more). 
Doc Sargent showed me his collection of monstrous radios (home brew SSB 
transmitters in 6-foot relay cabinets) and let me listen in on stuff. 


Never learned the code back then. Went straight to SWLing and collected 
raries like a card (now lost) from the British Honduras station on 3.3x*xx 
MHz. Even heard Radio New Zealand oncet. 


So I learned code at the Navy's insistence and ain't been sane ever 
Since. First call was WP4DKA. Then WN8IJN. And what I've got now stays 
until I stop breathing. To curmudgeonly to change, actually. Between Doc 
Sargent's digs, my adventures as an SWLer and the USN, my cousin, Keith 
Schreiber, got his license (present call is W8KTH . . . how'd he manage 
that). I remember going into his basement and watching him tune up some 
Heathkit monster on a 100 watt light bulb. (How many folks remember that 
one? Hell, I did it in PR on my DX60B .. . and radiated as well with 
that as with the vertical on the roof.) 


Somewhere around 1976 or so I met a guy named Ken Hines who was wanting 
to get into ham radio big time. This was back when Generals & up could 
give the Novice test via the mail. Ken studied and practiced and listened 
to his TS180 (I think . . .) and eventually got his ticket. I forget what 
his call was. But I do remember him getting his ticket with a WN8 prefix 
and then a couple months later getting another note from the FCC saying 
that they'd cancelled his WN8 call. They sent a new license along with 
his new call. WB8 or Wx8, which was about the time that the FCC gave up 
on tracking all these call changes and just gave applicants a call sign 
that they'd be stuck with until they stopped breathing or changed QTH. 


And then it began: the alphabet soup call sign conspiracy. Just after (if 
memory serves) the 1976 Bicentennial (or was that "buy cent any-all?). 
Once that happened, I gave up trying to figure out who was what by which 
call sign. And decided to keep the one I've got, thank you very much. 


And somewhere along the line I built a 3 transistor transmitter out of a 
nasty VFO and some IF amp cards that I found somewhere. And a 
one-transistor/1-tube transmitter with a link coupled output from a 
12BY7. Chirp much? Maybe I was on the wrong island. 


Anyone else beside Jim Skalski remember the OVTN with their 
not-so-elaborate shorthand for adventures with THC? "Yeah, man, I'm 
working some really great DX right now" (said with constricted breathing 
passages, as if doing that would keep the fumes in yer lungs longer). Or 
WB4REN's famous blower noise into a D104 during a session of "LNR" (Late 
Night Radio) during which time we often linked up with other subversive 
weed-heads across the country? Ah, nostalgia.

folks have been asking how many potcores are needed per complete R2 radio. 
in classic scientist (or politician) vernacular : well, that depends . 


* glen leinweber version (QQ), you will need 4 per radio - 1 for each 
channel in the diplexer, and 2 in the high-pass butterworth filter. check 
me on this glen. 


* rick campbell version (QST), depends on how which sections you want to 
do the replacements in: 


- 1 per radio for the 120 mH L10 

- 3 per radio for the inductors in the Elliptical LPF (33 or 100 mH 
depending on desired bandwidth) 

- 4 per radio for the high-pass portions of the band-pass diplexers 


of course, if you deside to do the option of switching in different 
band-pass boards, you will need more potcores. i won't have final cost 
numbers until i order, but it will be about $2.00 per potcore (+/- about 
$0.25 depending on volume). 


for those using the R2 board as distributed by Kanga, I don't know yet if 
the TDK potcores will fit (I believe they are bigger) without either mods 
or using "daughterboards". Does anybody know the answer to that? 


BTW-There are reprints of _5_ (yes FIVE) rick campbell, KK7B, QST articles 
related to the R1/R2/T2 in the book "QRP Power" put out by the ARRL. As 
mentioned on QRP-L previously, everybody should have this book. It also 
has the reprint of dave benson's, NN1G, original "40-40" article, and a 
bunch of cool stuff from zack lau (now wivt, in the book as KH6CP), and 
much more.

In addition, however, the 14.31818MHz crystal also provided the ISA bus 
frequency. On XTs, this happened to be 4.77MHz. On ATs, it was supposed

If you go to the site and find the form 900 link you will be 
able to renew your license without having to send in a form 

610 etc. The only restriction is that no address changes, etc. 
If everything remains the same, then you get a renewal in a few 
seconds. 


I waited until 90 days before the expiration date and renewed and 
the new license came in the mail today. Such a deal and everyone 
complains about service. :-) So I get another 10 years to play 
around with this QRP stuff. You can renew if you are about to 
expire (the license) within 120 days. 


So just a reminder to make sure you keep up with expiration dates 
of your license.

I grew up in Bayside. I can remember playing hooky and taking the 
subway to go down to the FCC ofc for my general and advanced tests. I 
didn't get too much grief from my parents...guess they thought that I 
was serving a higher calling. 


I think that the engineer in charge at that time (early 68) was a
